Advertudna- In Germany. 


German ways of advertising are con- 


siderably different from the pushing 
methods of the Americana In the elec- 
tric street cars in Leipsio -what few ad- 
vertising cards there are find a place on 
the ceiling inutead of around and below 
it In the theaters permanent signs ap- 
pear above the stage setting. German 
ideas of the fitness of things aro better 
than the Saxon's in this respect at least. 
Window displays are popular, and many 
of the windows of the large stores ex- 
tend down to the floors of the basements. 


Perhaps the chief mode of street or 


pnbho advertisement in Leipaic is the 
use of a large number of circular col- 
nmns, about 4 feet in diameter and 12 
feet in height, wbich are stationed 
throughout the city in conspicuous 
places. On the cylindrical surfaces of 
these iron columns advertisements in 
rreat variety are displayed. The form 
and style used are modest and aro usual- 
ly only small paper placards, of a great 
variety of colors, announcing the name 
of the article, its merits and usea Here 
also are posted the opera and theater 
programmes, in type not much larger 
than the ordinary newspaper size. These 
advertising posts correspond in a meas- 
ure to the fence display advertising so 
much -used in American cities, but are 
really not much more than public bul- 
letin boards.—New York Press.

Need of Covering During Sleep. 


The reason it is necessary to be well 


covered while sleeping is that when the 
body lies down it is the intention of na- 
ture that it should rest, and the heart 
especially should be relieved of its regu- 
lar work temporarily. 
So that organ 


makes ten strokes a minute less than 
when the body is in an upright posture. 
This means 600 strokes in 60 minutes. 
Therefore in the eight hours that a man 
usually spends in taking his night's rest 
the heart is saved nearly 5,000 strokes. 
As it pumps six ounces of blood with 
each stroke, it lifts 510,000 ounces less 
of blood m this night's session than it 
would during the day, when a man is 
usually m an upright pobttion. Now, 
the body is dependent for its warmth on 
the vigor of ttoo circulation, and as the 
blood flows so much more slowly through 
the veins when one is lying down the 
warmth lost in the reduced circulation 
must be supplied by extra coverings.— 
Milwaukee Wisconsin.

TH* ANNEXATION OF HAWAII. 


The Island* of Hawaii have been an 


oexed to tbe United Status by Act of 
Congress. The annexation resolution 
wat Introduced by Representative 
Newlands of Nevada and it is the Bret 
measure that ever passed the House of 
Representatives to which Hou. Tuomas 
B. Heed, as Speaker, was opposed, and 
It proves that the will of the Czar from 
Maine is net absolute, notwithstanding 
assertions to the contrary. That hi 
will should be thwarted in a body 
whloh ha bad reason to believe he ab- 
solutely controlled had each a depress 
ine effect on the mind and body of the 
autocrat that he was confined to bis 
room for several days and was not 
present when the vote wait taken on 
the resolution. He bad it arranged 
however, when bis name was called to 
go on record aa opposed to the resoln 
tion. 


The preamblo to the resolution nets 


forth the fact that the Government o 
the Republic of Hawaii having in dne 
form signified its consent in the man 
ner provided by <ts Constitution to 
cede absolutely and without reserve to 
tbft United States all rights of sover 
elgnty of whatsoever kind in and ove 
the Hawaimn I*laude, and also to cede 
and transfer to the United Stutt 4 abso 
late fee and ownership of all public 
Government or Crown lands, pnbli 
building, ports, harbors, etc., belong 
ing to the Government of the Hawaiiai 
Islands, toiiether with every right anc 
appurtenance thereunto appertainini 
therefore, 


Kaolved, By the Senate and th 


House of Representatives nt the United 
States of America, in Congress nssem 
bled, that said cession is accepted, rati 
fled and confirmed, and that said Ha 
walian Islands and their dependencies* 
be and they are h«reby annexed as par 
of the territory of the United Stater 
and are subject to the sovereign do 
minion thereof, and that all and singn 
lar property aud rights Be rein before 
mentioned are vested in the United 
Statea of America. 


The resolution provides for the en- 


actment of special laws foi the man 
asement and disposition of public 
lands in Hawaii and that the proceeds 
of the sale of the same shall be used for 
educational purposes. 


Until Congress shall provide for the 


government of the island?, all civil 
judicial and military powers exerclsec 
by the officers of the existing govern 
ment shall be vested in euoh person or 
persons aa the President of the United 
States shall designate. 
The United 


States assumes the public debt of tb. 
Islands to the uxtent of $4,000,000 and 
prohibits the immigration of Chines* 
to the islands, except upon such con 
ditlons as may be allowed by the 
United 
States 
and 
no 
Chinese 


from I he islands shall be allowed to 
•nter the United States. 


The President is directed to appoint 


five Commissioners, at least two of 
whom shall bo leaidenta of tbe islands 
who shall as soon as reasonably prac 
tioable recommend to Congress such 
legislation concerning the islands as 
tbey shall deem necessary. Tbe 
of $10,000 is appropriated to cajriy tbe 
rssolotion into effect.

annexation of the Hawaiian Islands. U 
to alleged by tbe annexatiomuta that 
tbe Sugar Trust *a» opposed to it and 
by tbe opposition that the Sugar Trust 
favored annexation, and at this time It 
is difficult for outsiders to determine 
wblcb tells the truth. One thing is 
Mrtaio, however, and that is, tbat with 
Hawaii and Cuba annexed to tbe United 
States sngar certainly ought to be 
cheaper, as tbe United Statea can then 
prnrino* *wf>»t» as cheaply aa any oocn> 
Irj on the globe.
